LESSON 15 
THE UNIJUNCTION (Continued) 


Unijunction transistors are used exten- 
sively as oscillators, timers and triggering 
circuits. The unijunction may be easily 
checked for open or shorted elements by 
using an ohmeter: 

a. The resistance ffom base 1 to 
base % should be several thousand 
ohms, depending on unijunction type. 
(usually about 4K to 10K ohms. Re- 
versing lead polarity should not change 
the resistance reading. 

b. The resistance from emitter to 
base l or base 2 should behave as a 
resistor in series with a diode. Plac- 
ing the positive lead on either base 1 or 
the negative lead on either base 1 or 
base 2 should result ina reading of 1K
